For as long as he’s been 
interested in art, which is 
pretty much his whole life, 
Kyle Cox has been taking 
unwanted and discarded 
things and giving them a 
whole new life. 

Pieces of old costume 
jewelry or jewels from a 
broken chandelier become 
new adornments for fash¬ 
ion shoes and sunglasses, 
or a completely new piece 
of jewelry. 

Worn-out belts may get 
transformed into covering 
for furniture. 

Or old compact discs 
may be reworked and 
turned into shiny “scales” 
for a couture jacket worthy 
of the runway. 

“It’s just a constant 
thing for me,” said Cox, 
one of the featured artists 
at Studio 421, an artists’ 
cooperative in downtown 
Henderson. Cox’s collec¬ 
tion there is known as Pop 
Prince Couture. 

“It’s fun,” he contin¬ 
ued. “Instead of throwing 
something away you reuse 
it.” 

With his appreciation 
for recycling and reusing 
materials, it’s only natural 
that the young artist will 
be one of the judges for 
Henderson’s first Trash- 
ion Show taking place on 
April 27 in honor of Earth 
Day and presented by the 
Downtown Henderson 
Partnership and Studio 
421. 

“This is a big event in 
other cities and it looks 
like so much fun,” said 
Studio 421 owner Lorna 
Littrell. “But since it’s the 
first year, I think everyone 
is a little afraid 

“I have to explain it to 
them because it’s so for¬ 
eign,” she added, “but once 
people hear more about it 
or look at photos online

they’re excited, interested 
and want to know more.” 

The idea of a “Trashion 
Show” or “Junk to Funk” 
show is that participants 
design a piece of cloth¬ 
ing made with only trash 
or discarded or unwanted 
items as their materials. 
These materials can only 
be held together by duct 
tape, safety pins or twine. 

“But I don’t want people 
to think it has to be just 
trash,” Littrell said. “It can 
be anything that people 
might just be throwing 
away.” 

She mentioned Cox’s 
unused CDS, old credit

Construction activity slow here in February

Construction was most¬ 
ly quiet around Henderson 
and Henderson County 
last month, according to 
the latest building permit 
reports. 

The cities of Hender¬ 
son and Corydon along 
with Henderson County 


issued permits totaling 
just $612,221, down from 
$971,024 in February 2012. 

“February was a slow 
month for construction in 
Henderson County,” Ran¬ 
dy Tasa, the county’s codes 
administrator, noted. 

But warmer weather 
could trigger more activ¬ 
ity. 

“March is usually when 
building starts to pick up 


and we hope this holds 
true,” he said. 

The city of Corydon is¬ 
sued a $170,000 permit to 
Tim and Joda Southard 
and Just Storage LLC for 
construction of two minis¬ 
torage buildings at 541 U.S. 
60-West, including one 
measuring 30 by 320 feet 
and one measuring 20 by 
297 feet. 

The city of Henderson 


issued an $80,000 permit 
to Glen Stone for remodel¬ 
ing the building at 238 N. 
Main St. into four apart¬ 
ments and retail space. 

It also issued a $35,000 
permit to Palmer Opera¬ 
tions LLC for demolish¬ 
ing the former Dixie Mart/ 
East ’N Foods/Dollar Gen¬ 
eral building at 2022 Clay

Highland mine 
seeks rezoning 
for air shaft 


■ Ventilation fan will 
reduce noise pollution

Plans to develop an air 
shaft for the Highland 
coal mine about a half- 
mile from Corydon will be 
considered by the Hender¬ 
son City-County Planning 
Commission when it meets 
Tuesday evening. 

The property involves 
9.2 acres at 12373 U.S. 60- 
West, near the intersection 
with Housebridge Road. 
Corydon Resources LLC is 
asking that 2.3 acres cur¬ 
rently zoned agricultural 
and 6.8 acres currently 
zoned highway commer¬ 
cial be rezoned heavy in¬ 
dustrial and consolidated. 
The mine’s permits are in 
the process of being trans¬ 
ferred to Highland Mining 
Co. LLC of St. Louis. 

The Highland mine 
has its entrance in Union 
County, but most of its 
unmined coal reserves lie 
east of Corydon. A venti¬ 
lation shaft is needed to 
continue mining in that 
direction. 

The shaft would be 


drilled on the northwest 
corner of the property. 
“Topsoil berms will be 
built around the venti¬ 
lation fan, to screen the 
fan and provide noise 
buffering,” according to 
background information 
provided by planning 
commission staff. “The 
ventilation fan itself is 
designed to push decibels 
or noise upward into the 
sky, to lessen the impact of 
noise pollution on the sur¬ 
rounding area.” 

No blasting or coal re¬ 
moval is intended for the 
property, company repre¬ 
sentatives said. 

Similar concerns were 
voiced by neighbors when 
Patriot Coal Co. installed 
a ventilation fan on Upper 
Delaware Road in 2009, 
but no further complaints 
were heard after the fan 
was installed. That mine 
has since shut down. The 
fan to be installed on U.S. 
60, by the way, is the same 
one that had originally 
been installed on Upper 
Delaware Road.

Obama, GOP 
refuse to budge 
on budget pact

WASHINGTON -Gridlocked 
once more, President 
Barack Obama and Re¬ 
publican congressional 
leaders refused to budge 
in their budget standoff 
Friday as $85 billion in 
across-the-board spending 
cuts bore down on indi¬ 
vidual Americans and the 
nation’s still-recovering 
economy. “None of this is 
necessary,” said the presi¬ 
dent after a sterile White 
House meeting that por¬ 
tended a long standoff. 

Even before Obama for¬ 
mally ordered the cuts re¬ 
quired by midnight, their 
impact was felt thousands 
of miles away. In Seattle, 
the King County Housing 
Authority announced it 


had stopped issuing hous¬ 
ing vouchers under a fed¬ 
eral program that benefits 
“elderly or disabled house¬ 
holds, veterans, and fami¬ 
lies with children.” 

The president met with 
top lawmakers for less 
than an hour at the White 
House, then sought repeat¬ 
edly to fix the blame on 
Republicans for the broad 
spending reductions and 
any damage that they in¬ 
flict. “They’ve allowed 
these cuts to happen be¬ 
cause they refuse to budge 
on closing a single waste¬ 
ful loophole to help reduce 
the deficit,” he said, renew¬ 
ing his demand for a com¬ 
prehensive deficit-cutting 
deal that includes higher 
taxes.

James W. “Bill” Armstrong 

WINONA, Minn. - James W. “Bill” Arm¬ 
strong, 85, Winona, formerly of Hender¬ 
son, died Saturday, Feb. 23,2013. 

He was born Jan. 28,1928, in Evanston, 

Ill., the son of James W. “Jim” Armstrong 
and Francele H. “Skeet” Armstrong. He 
began school in Evanston, where his fa¬ 
ther was an associate professor of speech 
and dean of men at Northwestern University. His family 
moved to Henderson in 1935, where he attended Jefferson 
Street School and Barret Manual Training High School. 
During World War II, with his father in the U.S. Navy, 
he moved to Murray, where he graduated from Murray 
Training High School in the summer of 1945. 

That fall he entered Northwestern University’s School 
of Engineering and graduated with a degree in chemistry 
in the summer of 1948. For several years, he worked as 
a photographer for the The Gleaner and Journal, which 
was edited by his grandfather, Leigh Harris, and later 
by his mother, Francele H. Armstrong. 

In 1950, at the start of the Korean War, he enlisted in 
the Army, opting to enter as a private instead of going 
to Officer Candidate School. He served first at the Army 
Motion Picture Studio in Astoria, N.Y., and later as a 
public information staff member and cartoonist attached 
to the 24th Infantry Division in Sendai, Japan. He was 
honorably discharged in 1953 at the rank of sergeant. 

Returning to Henderson, Bill met his future wife, Ellen 
G. Williams, when he went to photograph her because 
she had just won a high school speech contest. They 
were married Aug. 5,1955, and enjoyed 58 years of loving 
companionship. They shared a passion for music, often 
singing duets together in church and at weddings, and 
held a deep mutual commitment to their church. 

After marrying Ellen, Bill left the newspaper busi¬ 
ness to enter graduate school at Indiana University, from 
which he graduated with a doctoral degree in education, 
specializing in educational technology. In 1960, Bill took 
his young family to Nigeria under the aegis of the U.S. 
Agency for International Development (AID). They lived 
in northern Nigeria for two years, an experience that 
shaped the way they saw the world forever after. They 
were always generous to foreign students, especially 
anyone coming from Africa. 

After returning from abroad, Bill first taught at Indi¬ 
ana State University in Terre Haute and then moved to 
Western Michigan University in Kalamazoo, where he 
worked until his retirement. He spent his career teach¬ 
ing future K-12 teachers how to use teaching aids from 
filmstrips to, eventually, Apple computers. 

Bill devoted a good deal of his life to Westminster 
Presbyterian Church in Portage, Mich., serving as or¬ 
dained elder and deacon and helping for many years to 
lead the church’s youth group. Bill served on the session, 
worked with the Great Lakes Presbytery and sang every 
Sunday in the choir. He had a quiet but deep faith which 
was an inspiration to many. 

Bill will be remembered fondly as a loving husband 


and father, a diligent leader in the church, an inspiring 
teacher, and a kind and gentle man with a deep love of 
nature and an indomitable sense of humor (he was espe¬ 
cially fond of puns). He bore the hardships of Parkinson’s 
disease with dignity and still enjoyed poetry and music 
in his final days. 

Surviving are his wife, Ellen; two sons, James W. Arm¬ 
strong and his wife, Laura, of Winona and Richard H. 
Armstrong and his wife, Dawn, of Houston; one daugh¬ 
ter, Jane Fisher of Kalamazoo; four grandchildren; two 
stepgrandchildren; and one brother, Don Armstrong 
and his wife, Anne, of Shelby ville, Ky. 

A memorial service will be held in Portage on June 22.

Bonnie Franklin, ‘One 
Day At a Time’star dies 


■ Pancreatic 
cancer claims 
popular actress

NEWYORK-Bonnie Frank¬ 
lin, the pert, redheaded 
actress whom millions 
came to identify with for 
her role as divorced mom 
Ann Romano on the long- 
running sitcom “One Day 
at a Time,” has died. 

She died Friday at her 
home in Los Angeles due to 
complications from pancre¬ 
atic cancer, family members 
said. She was 69. Her fam¬ 
ily had announced she was 
diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer in September. 

Franklin was a veteran 
stage and television per¬ 
former before “One Day 
At a Time” made her a star. 

Developed by Norman 
Lear and co-created by 
Whitney Blake — herself 
a former sitcom star and 
single mother raising fu¬ 
ture actress Meredith 
Baxter — the series was 
groundbreaking for its fo¬ 
cus on a young divorced 
mother seeking indepen¬ 
dence from a suffocating 
marriage. 

It premiered on CBS in 
December 1975, just five 
years after the network 
had balked at having 


Mary Tyler Moore play a 
divorced woman on her 
own comedy series, insist¬ 
ing that newly single Mary 
Richards be portrayed as 
having ended her engage¬ 
ment instead. 

On her own in India¬ 
napolis, Ann Romano was 
raising two teenage girls 
— played by Mackenzie 
Phillips, already famous 
for the film “American 
Graffiti,” and a previously 
unknown Valerie Berti¬ 
nelli. “One Day At a Time” 
ran on CBS until 1984, by 
which time both daugh¬ 
ters had grown and mar¬ 
ried, while Romano had 
remarried and become a 
grandmother. During the 
first seven of its nine sea¬ 
sons on the air, the show 
was a Top 20 hit. 

Franklin herself was 
married for 29 years. Her 
husband, TV producer 
Marvin Minoff, died in 
2009. 

Born Bonnie Gail 
Franklin in Santa Monica, 
Calif., she entered show 
business at an early age. 
She was a child tap dancer 
and actress, and a protege 
of Donald O’Connor, with 
whom she performed in 
the 1950s on NBC’s “Col¬ 
gate Comedy Hour.” 

A decade later, she was 
appearing on such epi¬ 
sodic programs as “Mr. 
Novak,” “Gidget” and “The 
Man from U.N.C.L.E.”

Audit: Sheriff has deficit, owes fiscal court

FRANKFORT - A state 
audit has found that an 
eastern Kentucky sher¬ 
iff’s office made several 
managerial mistakes last 
year and ended up with 
a deficit of more than 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader cited an auditor’s 


report released Thurs¬ 
day that showed Jackson 
County Sheriff Denny 
Peyman also owes $277,915 
to the Fiscal Court for pay¬ 
roll assistance that dates to 
January 2011 when he took 
office. 

The audit noted prob¬ 
lems with “disallowed 
expenditures,” exceed¬ 
ing salary limits and not

adequately monitoring 
fuel purchases. 

Peyman responded in 
the audit that he has or 
will address all the con¬ 
cerns, including last year’s 
$112,889 deficit. 

He said all bank state¬ 
ments and ledgers are now 
current, that he will repay 
$519 for some charges and 
that he has implemented 
new policies on fuel pur¬ 
chases. 

He said he is also 
working on the salary 
issue. 

Meanwhile, Jackson 
County Judge-Executive 
William O. Smith said the 
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270-831-2857 
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Fiscal Court took control 
of the sheriff’s office in 
October. 

“I’ve been in office for 
20 years, and this is the 
worst audit I’ve ever seen 
of a county office,” Smith 
said, adding that Peyman 
still owes a lot of money to 
Fiscal Court. 

“We have to get our 
money from the sheriff’s 
office,” he said. “It has 
caused us to get behind 
in certain areas, like our 
retirement system.” 

Smith said the fiscal 
court took over control 
of the sheriff’s office last 
October.

State pension proposal mired in legislative gridlock 


Redistricting bill in sight 

FRANKFORT - House lawmakers are still 
working on the always politically divisive 
issue of legislative redistricting. 

State Rep. Brent Yonts, chairman of the 
House State Government Committee, 
said Thursday a redistricting bill is nearly 
complete and will be unveiled soon. He 
had included the issue as an agenda item 
Thursday before pulling it. 


Lawmakers will need to rush to get the matter 
resolved. Only about nine working days 
remain in the current legislative session. 
Redistricting is supposed to occur every 10 
years to account for population changes 
found by the U.S. Census Bureau. 

Legislation that passed last year was struck 
down by the state Supreme Court. Justices 
found the new districts weren’t balanced by 
population and didn’t comply with the “one 
person, one vote” mandate in federal and 
state law.

FRANKFORT -A proposal 
to shore up Kentucky’s 
financially troubled pen¬ 
sion system for govern¬ 
ment retirees hit political 
gridlock Friday, despite a 
previous pledge of bipar¬ 
tisan cooperation between 
the Democratic-controlled 
House and Republican-led 
Senate. 

Democratic House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo chal¬ 
lenged Senate Republicans 
on Friday to “put on their 
big boy pants.” Republican 
Senate President Robert 
Stivers struck a more co¬ 
operative tone, saying he 
wants negotiations with 
the House to resolve the 


pension issue in the final 
eight working days of the 
legislative session. 

Lawmakers had begun 
the legislative session 
promising a new day of 
bipartisan cooperation. 
Stivers had replaced re¬ 
tired Senate President 
David Williams, the often 
prickly Republican who 
political opponents had 
dubbed “the bully from 
Burkesville.” 

Stivers, Stumbo and 
Democratic Gov. Steve 
Beshear kicked off the 
legislative session in early 
January with promises 
of cooperation. The rosy 
atmosphere turned gray 
Thursday when the Sen¬ 
ate rejected the House’s 
proposals to shore up the 


pension system. The Sen¬ 
ate sent two bills back 
to the House to be read¬ 
dressed. The House re¬ 
fused. 

The result was an ex¬ 
change of heated political 
rhetoric. 

“The Senate will act 
on it or it will just die,” 


Stumbo told reporters Fri¬ 
day morning. “If the Sen¬ 
ate wants to put on their 
big boy pants and solve it, 
we’re ready to do that. But 
their actions so far ha ven’t 
been reflective that that’s 
what they want to do.” 

Republican Senate Floor 
Leader Damon Thayer 


said the House’s actions 
jeopardize pension reform 
and raise the specter of a 
special legislative session 
later this year to address 
the issue. He said the Sen¬ 
ate is willing “to meet 
in the middle” with the 
House to avoid a special 
session that would cost 


taxpayers some $60,000 
a day. 

Stivers said the Sen¬ 
ate wants the pension is¬ 
sue resolved, saying in 
a floor speech that “the 
bully from Burkesville is 
not here anymore” and 
that he and his colleagues 
“have taken the politics 
and gamesmanship out of 
this issue.” 

“It’s not this chamber 
that has been derelict in 
performing their duties,” 
he said. 

Senate Republicans and 
House Democrats have 
long been at odds over try¬ 
ing to address Kentucky’s 
financially troubled pen¬ 
sion systems, which have 
a combined $33 billion un¬ 
funded liability.

Bill filed to preserve tailwater fishing

The senators from Kentucky and 
Tennessee have introduced legislation 
to preserve tailwater fishing in the 
dams of the Cumberland River. 

The legislation, called the Freedom 
to Fish Act, would prevent the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers from in¬ 
stalling barriers along portions of the 
river that would block fishing access 
to tailwaters. 

Dams are popular fishing spots be¬ 
cause small fish get trapped and attract 
larger ones like catfish and bass. 


Corps officials say boating too close 
to the spillways at the dams is a safety 
risk and that barriers will go up this 
year. 

Anglers in both states have been 
voicing outrage over the plan. 

The legislation was filed Thursday 
by Senate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell of Kentucky and his fellow 
Republican from the state, U.S. Sen. 
Rand Paul, along with Republican U.S. 
Sens. Lamar Alexander and Bob Corker 
of Tennessee.

Charlie Gregory and Taniciah Little had been charged 
with 134 cruelty counts after Tazewell Police pulled them 
over because a horse trailer they were pulling had no tail 
lights. Police found the trailer filled with chickens, pup¬ 
pies, peafowl and other animals. None had food or water.

The man who commits atrocities such as these will 
not be stopped by another law placed on the books by 
a well-meaning politician seeking approval because he 
did something, but he might be stopped by an armed 
citizen who is prepared to protect himself and innocents 
around him 

George Washington said, “The very atmosphere of 
firearms anywhere and everywhere restrains evil and 
interference — they deserve a place of honor with all 
that is good.” 

Laws such as those proposed by Rep. David Watkins 
will do nothing to prevent a person bent on doing harm 
from proceeding to do just that.

Why are we targeted by smelter bill?

Just like politicians to 
weigh in without the facts. 

Tommy Thompson and 
Joe Bowen have taken 
steps to prove they are true 
politicians instead of being 
reasonable representative 
of the people they serve. 
Tommy has introduced 
HB211 and Joe SB71, in 
their respective bodies of 
government. These bills 
provide for the aluminum 
smelters, Century Alumi¬ 
num of Hawesville and 
Rio Tinto Alcan of Se- 
bree, to not only purchase 
their power from the open 
market (which Big Rivers 
Electric has agreed to in 
principle), but to require 
the customers of Meade 
County RECC, Jackson 
Purchase Electric Corp. 
and Kenergy to subsidize 
incremental costs asso¬ 
ciated with the smelters 
intent to purchase market 
power. 

Why are they target¬ 
ing the rural customers 
in such a way? Do they 
think the rural customers 
have more money than 
the aluminum smelters? 
Or do they think the rural 


customers don’t vote? Why 
don’t they just have the 
members of the Kentucky 
House and Senate foot the 
bill, if it’s no big deal? 

This is the first time in 
my memory that I’ve ever 
heard of a class of cus¬ 
tomers of a utility, or any 
business, being discrimi¬ 
natingly imposed upon by 
the legislature. 

If they want to pass a 
tax on ALL Kentuckians 
to subsidize the aluminum 
smelters, they can bring 
that before the House and 
Senate and see where it 
goes. 

But if the 4.5 million 
people in Kentucky think 
that’s too much of an in¬ 
crease in taxes, what do 
you think the 112,000 
customers of Big Rivers 
are going to see? About 
50 times as much, with no 
benefit or even any guar¬ 
antee that the smelters 
won’t be back in two years 
looking for more or clos¬ 
ing their plants in spite of 
the concessions made by 
“these trusting souls.” 

I understand that the 
jobs are important in 
Western Kentucky. I have 
one, for as long as it might 
last. I work for Big Rivers 


Electric and have for al¬ 
most 30 years. Now I’m 
being told that if the smelt¬ 
ers go to the open market, 
which is in direct conflict 
with the contract they 
signed with Big Rivers, 
Big Rivers will be forced 
to lay off about 100 people 
and idle a plant. Now if 
that’s what has to happen, 
I and Big Rivers will come 
to grips with that reality 
and carry on our lives in 
some way. 

But to tell me that I am 
losing my job, and, “Oh, 
by the way, you get to pay 
the electric bill for the 
smelters that put you out 
of work by violating their 
contract,” that’s a hard pill 
to swallow. The smelters 
should be accountable for 
any incremental costs in¬ 
curred as result of their 
load, NOT the unwilling 
electric rate payers from 
Kenergy, JPEC, MCRECC. 

Big Rivers has always 
done its best to keep costs 
down and minimize the ef¬ 
fect of its costs on the con¬ 
sumers. We have some of 
the lowest electric rates in 
the country. Yes, they are 
increasing, due mostly to 
the regulations of govern¬ 
ment. This is not a cost 


that the utility can control; 
the elected officials are 
driving these increases. 

But with the smelters 
leaving and the customers 
being saddled with the in¬ 
cremental costs that are a 
direct result of the smelter 
load, rates could increase 
dramatically. So much for 
bringing new jobs to Ken¬ 
tucky; no business will 
settle in an area with ex¬ 
cessive electric rates. 

I also am served by 
Kenergy and have been 
through most of the 30 
years I’ve worked here. 
They have to justify before 
the Public Service Com¬ 
mission any increase that 
they request. 

Now the legislature 
is going to pass a rate in¬ 
crease to Big Rivers’ cus¬ 
tomers without any hear¬ 
ings or due process to the 
customers? 

Please contact your 
Kentucky state senator 
and representative and 
tell them that this is bad 
policy, unfair to the elec¬ 
tric customers of Western 
Kentucky, and will keep 
Kentucky’s economy in 
the tank for years to come.

Across our nation, those 
in government have erupt¬ 
ed in an orgy of anti-gun 
legislative moves. These 
lawmakers are seeking 
to redefine the rights of 
law-abiding citizens in an 
assault against the Consti¬ 
tution, which they, by the 
way, have sworn an oath to 
uphold. 

This is even happening 
in Kentucky, and Hen¬ 
derson County’s state 
Rep. David Watkins has 
stepped boldly into the 
fray. Watkins has co-spon¬ 
sored House Bill 265. You 
can read this legislation by 
going to www.Irc.ky.gov 
and searching HB 265. 

This bill would define 
an assault weapon to in¬ 
clude semi-automatic ri¬ 
fles, shotguns and pistols. 
This bill would create a 
personal registry by the 


state of every gun owned 
and purchased, as well as 
purchased ammunition. 

If some thug should 
steal your weapons and 
you do not report that 
crime within 24 hours to 
the authorities, Dr. Wat¬ 
kins thinks you should be 
subject to a felony. 

Yes, that’s right, Dr. 
Watkins thinks you, the 
victim of a crime, should 
be subject to a felony 
charge! 

In fact, according to 
Rep. David Watkins’ bill, 
a Kentuckian would be 
subject to a Class D felony 
if a gun owner in Kentucky 
did not store his firearms 
in a way acceptable to the 
state, if one did not prop¬ 
erly register one’s guns, 
if one sold a gun to one’s 
neighbor without getting a 
background check, if one’s 
guns were not voluntarily 
surrendered when one was 
made subject to an order 


of protection, and on and 
on... 

Oh, yes, and let’s not 
miss this one: “Any person 
who possesses an unregis¬ 
tered assault weapon (see 
definition above) or large 
capacity ammunition¬ 
feeding device in violation 
of the administrative regu¬ 
lation promulgated under 
this subsection shall be 
guilty of a Class D felony.” 

David Watkins’ bill 
would also repeal KRS 
65.870. That is the cur¬ 
rent law which caused the 
Henderson City Commis¬ 
sion to recently recant on 
their presumed gun con¬ 
trol efforts, which they had 
launched fast and furious 
in January, just a couple 
weeks after each of them 
had sworn a public oath at 
their installation to uphold 
the Constitution. 

Repealing this particu¬ 
lar law would leave every 
county, city and town in 


Kentucky to make their 
own unique gun laws in¬ 
fringing upon the Second 
Amendment; such that it 
would be near impossible 
for a law-abiding gun own¬ 
er to travel. 

How do you like Dr. 
Watkins’ gun control pre¬ 
scription, Henderson? I 
urge you to go and read 
HB 265 and read what Rep. 
Watkins is up to! Appar¬ 
ently he thinks he knows 
better than the Bill of 
Rights. He is all too ready 
to infringe upon your 
rights and redefine them 
according to his opinions. 

But he has forgotten that 
the Bill of Rights are our 
civil rights! I say, it is high 
time for a retirement party 
for Rep.

Officers charged in 
cabdriver’s slaying 

JOHANNESBURG - Eight 
South African police of¬ 
ficers were charged with 
murder Friday in the death 
of a taxi driver dragged by 
a police vehicle, a video¬ 
taped incident that be¬ 
came a worldwide symbol 
of police brutality in this 
country. 

Earlier on Friday, friends 
and relatives of Mido Ma- 
cia gathered around a 
simple table adorned with 
a few flowers in the poor 
township of Daveyton, to 
mourn the death the slen¬ 
der 27-year-old who died 
shortly after the dragging 
incident Tuesday. 

South Africa’s police 
chief, Gen. Riah Phiyega, 
said she shared “the ex¬ 
treme shock and outrage” 
over the video evidence of 
abuse of Macia by police 
officers and said his rights 
were “violated in the most 
extreme form.” 

The restraining and 
dragging of the man, a taxi 
driver who allegedly had 
parked in the wrong spot, 
was videotaped by mem¬ 
bers of a horrified crowd.

BEIRUT - The head of

The only thing we want is 
weapons,” Gen. Salim Idris, 
chief of staff of the oppo¬ 
sition’s Supreme Military 
Council, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press by telephone. 

The former brigadier 
in Assad’s army warned 
that the world’s failure to 
provide heavier arms is 
only prolonging the nearly 
2-year-old uprising that has 
killed an estimated 70,000 
people. 

In what was described 
as a significant policy shift,

President pardons 
minor criminals 

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama on Friday is¬ 
sued pardons for 17 people, 
largely for minor offenses. 

Those receiving par¬ 
dons came from 13 states 
and had been sentenced 
for crimes that included 
falsely altering a money 
order, unauthorized acqui¬ 
sition of food stamps, drug 
violations, and possession 
of an unregistered firearm. 

No one well-known was 
on the list released by the 
White House. Some of the 
crimes drew light penalties 
in the first place — such as 
a North Carolina woman 
sentenced to two years’ 
probation and 100 hours 
of community service for 
distributing satellite cable 
decryption devices. 

A dozen of the 17 had been 
on probation. The other 
five had been sentenced to 
prison terms ranging from 
54 days to five years. 

The White House of¬ 
fered no details on why 
these people were selected 
by Obama, who has issued 
relatively few pardons.

N’DJAMENA, Chad-Chadian 
President Idriss Deby an¬ 
nounced Friday that Chad¬ 
ian troops fighting to dis¬ 
lodge an al- Qaida affiliate 
in northern Mali killed one 
of the group’s leading com¬ 
manders, Abou Zeid. 

The death of the Al¬ 
gerian warlord, a feared 
radical leader of al-Qaida 
in the Islamic Maghreb 
behind the kidnapping of 
several Westerners, could 
not immediately be veri¬ 
fied. His death would be a 
big blow to his group and 
its growing influence in 
North and West Africa. 

Officials in Mali and in 
France, which is leading an 
international military in¬ 
tervention in Mali against 
Islamic extremists linked 
to AQIM, could not con¬ 
firm the death. The White 
House had no immediate 
reaction to the announce¬ 
ment. The U.S. has offered 
drones and intelligence 
help to the French-led op¬ 
eration. 

The Chadian president’s 
spokesman said that Deby 
announced the death of 
Abou Zeid during a cere¬ 
mony Friday for Chadian 
soldiers killed in fighting 
in Mali. 

Deby said, “It was our 
soldiers who killed two 
big Islamist chiefs in 
northern Mali,” including 
Abou Zeid, according to 
the spokesman. 

The spokesman insist¬ 
ed on anonymity because 
he was not authorized to 
speak before an announce¬ 
ment on state TV. It was 
unclear when that was 
expected.

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Poll: 87 percent say never OK to cheat on taxes

WASHINGTON - With tax 
season in full swing, a 
newly released poll says 
an overwhelming majority 
of adults don’t believe it is 
ever OK to cheat on their 
income taxes, with most 
citing personal integrity 
as a reason to be truthful. 

When asked how much, 
if any, is an acceptable 
amount to cheat on your 
income taxes, 87 percent 
of respondents said, “not 
at all.” Only 11 percent said, 
“a little here and there” or 
“as much as possible.” 

Ninety-five percent said 


personal integrity influ¬ 
ences them to honestly 
report their taxes, while 
63 percent said fear of an 
audit did. Only 41 percent 
said they are honest be¬ 
cause they believe their 
neighbors are, too. 

The telephone poll of 
1,500 randomly chosen 
adults was sponsored 
by the Internal Revenue 
Service Oversight Board, 
which released the find¬ 
ings Tuesday. The findings 
are in line with previous 
surveys done by the board. 

Board Chairman Paul 
Cherecwich Jr. noted the 
importance of honesty in a 
tax system that asks people 


to report their own finan¬ 
cial information. There 
are many backstops in the 
system, with employers 
and financial institutions 
also reporting taxpayer in¬ 
formation to the IRS. But 
the IRS only audits 1 per¬ 
cent of individual returns 
each year, according to 
agency statistics. 

“Personal integrity 
is at the core of our self- 
assessment tax system,” 
Cherecwich said. “The 
overwhelming majority 
of American taxpayers 
play by the rules and ex¬ 
pect everyone else to do 
the same.” 

Forty-three percent said 


they think the IRS main¬ 
tains a proper balance 
between tax enforcement 
and taxpayer service; 30 
percent said they think the 
agency devotes too many 
resources to enforcement. 

“The vast majority of 
people, I think, don’t even 
have an opportunity to 
cheat on their taxes,” said 
Maresca, an associate law 
professor at Fordham Uni¬ 
versity. 

“They are so limited in 
what they can do and take 
and what breaks they are 
entitled to. You can’t pre¬ 
tend that you have a kid 
you don’t have. You can’t 
claim your dog.”

Copper fell to its lowest in more than 
three months following a slowdown in 
growth in Chinese manufacturing. 

The May contract for copper fell 4.65 
cents, or 1.3 percent, to $3.5010 per pound. 
The metal is trading at its lowest since 
November and has slumped 7.4 percent 
since Feb. 1. 

China is the world’s largest consumer 
of copper, and signs that Chinese demand 
may slow typically push the metal’s price 
lower. 

The price of copper, which has many 
industrial uses, tends to track the outlook 
for global economic growth. A survey re¬ 


leased Friday suggested continued weak¬ 
ness in European manufacturing, which 
also weighed on copper prices. 

A significant build-up of inventories 
is also hurting prices, said Edward Meir, 
a senior commodities analyst at INTL 
FCStone. 

In other metals trading, gold, palladi¬ 
um and platinum also fell. Silver bucked 
the trend and edged higher after losing 
almost 3 percent in the previous two days 
of trading. 

The lure of precious metals as an alter¬ 
native investment has waned this year as 
the stock market has rallied and the dollar 
has strengthened. 

Commodities are typically priced in 
dollars and as the currency rallies, pro¬ 
ducers demand fewer dollars for their 
output. The dollar index, which measures 
the strength of the U.S. currency against a 
basket of currencies, has risen 4 percent 
in the last month. 


Gold for April delivery fell $5.80, or 0.4 
percent, to $1,572.30 an ounce. Palladium 
for June delivery dropped $14.50, or 1.9 
percent, to $702.40 an ounce and plati¬ 
num for April fell $10, or 0.6 percent, to 
$1,573.50 an ounce.

Americans want new 
cars and trucks, and 
they’re not going to let 
higher gas prices or politi¬ 
cal dysfunction in Wash¬ 
ington stand in their way. 

General Motors, Toyota, 
Ford and most other au¬ 
tomakers posted at least 
modest sales gains for Feb¬ 
ruary. Industry analysts 
estimate last month’s sales 
rose about 7 percent from 
a year earlier as pent-up 
demand and cheap financ¬ 
ing kept the U.S. auto sales 
recovery powering along. 

GM sales rose 7 percent, 
while Ford’s increased 
9 percent. Chrysler and 
Volkswagen also reported 
increases, but both slowed 
from the torrid pace of the 
past two years. Chrysler 
sales were up 4 percent 
over a year earlier, while 
VW sales were up 3 per¬ 
cent. Toyota sales were up 
just over 4 percent, while 
Hyundai and Honda each 
had 2 percent gains. 

Of the major automak¬ 
ers, only Nissan was down. 
Its sales were off almost 7 
percent from a record Feb¬ 
ruary of 2012.

States scratching for unclaimed lottery cash 


■ Millions in abandoned funds could fill variety of budget holes

AUSTIN, Texas - So a guy 
walks into a gas station, 
buys a scratch-off, wins a 
few bucks, gets distracted 
with some fool thing and 
eventually puts the lucky 
ticket through the wash in 
his Wranglers. It happens. 
No big deal. 

But for state lawmakers 
in a tough budget year na¬ 
tionwide, the unclaimed 
prizes are adding up to a 
tempting pot of cash. 

“It’s something we’ve 
seen an increased inter¬ 
est in this year,” said Jon 
Griffin, a policy associate 
at the National Confer¬ 
ence of State Legislatures 
in Washington. 

Around the world, some 
staggeringly huge jackpots 
have gone unclaimed in re¬ 
cent years, drawing lots of 
headlines and more than a 
few schemes. In 2011, a $77 
million Powerball winner 
let the 180-day deadline 
expire in Georgia. In Cali¬ 
fornia last year, a woman 
claimed her $23 million 
prize only after state offi¬ 
cials put on a five-month 
publicity campaign to find 
the missing winner. In Il¬ 
linois, officials are still 
searching for the holder 
of a $1 million ticket set to 
expire on March 17. And in 
Britain, seven prizes worth 
$1.3 million each are set to 
expire between March and 
July. 

After the prize deadlines 
lapse — usually within a 
year, sometimes in as few 
as 90 days — lottery com¬ 
missions generally put 
the money toward future 
prizes or general state rev¬ 
enues. 

For the most part, those 
policies have remained un¬ 
changed since the 1960s, 
when the modern state 
lottery movement spread 
from New Hampshire. 


“It was all divided up in 
terms of who gets the prof¬ 
it,” said I. Nelson Rose, a 
gambling industry expert 
at Whittier Law School in 
California. “They didn’t 
think about what’s left over 
unclaimed.” 

Now, they are officially 
thinking about it. 

In Albany, for example, a 
New York Senate commit¬ 
tee is considering a pro¬ 
posal to transfer unclaimed 
prizes to a summer read¬ 
ing program known as the 
Love Your Library Fund. 

In Wyoming, where law¬ 
makers are trying to start 
a new state lottery agency, 
the unclaimed prize money 


has become the subject of 
an intricate power squab¬ 
ble. Members have been 
shading the prize legisla¬ 
tion to change which agen¬ 
cies controlled the money 
and whose pet causes 
would benefit, from gam¬ 
bling addiction programs 
to assorted social needs or 
maladies. 

In Texas, where even a 
big oil boom has not quite 
rescued the budget from 
troubles including a $4.7 
billion debt to Medicaid, 
the unclaimed prize money 
seems to fit that name less 
and less every year. 

Over the past decade, the 
amount has been going up, 


peaking at $86 million in 
2010. 

As the pool of cash ex¬ 
panded, the state devel¬ 
oped a complex formula 
allowing appropriations 
for teaching hospitals, vet¬ 
erans’ services and health 
care in border counties. 

Other proposals met re¬ 
sistance. In 2005, one un¬ 
successful bill would have 
paid $50,000 to the families 
of Texas soldiers killed in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Last year, the lottery 
commission reported un¬ 
claimed prizes of $52 mil¬ 
lion, including $35.6 mil¬ 
lion from instant games 
and $16.7 million from 


draw games. 

Though the total 
amounts to less than a 
rounding error in the state’s 
proposed two-year budget 
of $88.9 billion, some strik¬ 
ingly diverse parties have 
emerged to compete for the 
money. 

“Something like $50 
million will get the legis¬ 
lators nuts, because they 
can all sense, That’s what 
a school costs in my district 
or a bridge or a road,” said 
William Thompson, an ex¬ 
pert on gambling industry 
regulation at the University 
of Nevada-Las Vegas. 

To Democratic Rep. 
Trey Martinez Fischer of 


San Antonio, $50 million 
means a chance to send 
some resources back to the 
original stated beneficiary 
of the state lottery, the pub¬ 
lic schools. His bill would 
send more to supplement 
school districts with low 
property tax revenues. 

“We’re still dealing with 
$5.4 billion in cuts that 
(were) imposed by the Re¬ 
publican leadership,” Mar¬ 
tinez Fischer said. “I think 
every dollar we can find 
should be going to educate 
our schoolchildren.” 

Democratic Sen. Wendy 
Davis of Fort Worth also 
kept her request on the 
modest side. Her bill would 
stake out $5 million for mil¬ 
itary veterans’ health and 
education services. Under 
the current formula, those 
programs get a maximum 
of $5 million. 

So far, the boldest pro¬ 
posal would carve out $10 
million a year to restore the 
Battleship Texas, which is 
anchored at the San Ja¬ 
cinto Battleground in the 
Houston Ship Channel and 
draws 100,000 visitors an¬ 
nually. 

Bruce Bramlett, execu¬ 
tive director of a nonprofit 
foundation devoted to pres¬ 
ervation of the ship, said 
leaks in the ship, which was 
commissioned in 1914, have 
caused damage requiring 
$75 million in repairs. 

He said the idea of tap¬ 
ping unclaimed lottery 
money occurred to him, 
though he has done little 
to promote the proposal 
publicly. 

Republican Rep. Wayne 
Smith of Baytown, who 
filed the measure, ex¬ 
pressed little surprise at 
the emergence of compe¬ 
tition for the unclaimed 
prize money. 

Referring to other law¬ 
makers with rival bills, he 
added, “maybe they did 
their research too.” 


Poker rooms folding across U.S. as the game loses its hold on players

LAS VEGAS - The Tropi- 
cana hoped to step back 
into the big leagues when 
it opened its poker room in 
the heart of the Las Vegas 
Strip, touting it as the cool¬ 
est in town. 

But that same morning, 
federal agents shut down 
the three biggest online 
poker sites on the Inter¬ 
net. Last September, less 
than a year and a half later, 
the iconic casino quietly 
swapped out its green felt 
tables for slot machines. 

It’s a story that’s become 
increasingly common as 
the crackdown on Internet 
gambling weakens pokers’ 
appeal, and the casinos that 
once competed to lure fans 
of Texas Hold ‘Em abandon 
the waning game in favor of 
more lucrative alternatives. 

Poker has never been a 
big moneymaker like slot 
machines or roulette. But 
when the game’s popular¬ 
ity soared during the 2000s, 
casinos were willing to for¬ 
go the extra dollars to get 
players inside their build¬ 
ings. 

Now the calculus is shift¬ 
ing. In Sin City, epicenter 
of the poker craze, at least 
eight rooms have folded 
in the past two years. The 
trend is also playing out in 
Mississippi riverboats, In¬ 
dian casinos and gambling 
halls near big cities from 
California to Florida. 

Poker’s proponents insist 
the game remains as popu¬ 
lar as ever, and some larger 
casinos say their rooms are 
bustling. 

In a statement this month 
announcing the World Se¬ 
ries of Poker lineup, execu¬ 
tive director Ty Stewart said 
the summer bonanza in Las 
Vegas would be an “affirma¬ 
tion about the strength and 
global appeal of the game.” 

But the spate of poker 
room closures on the 
Strip has some wondering 
whether the largest gam¬ 
bling trend to sweep the 
country in 25 years may be 
losing momentum. 

“I just think the allure 
of poker is lessening,” said 
William Thompson, au¬ 
thor of the encyclopedia 
“Gambling in America” and 
professor of public adminis¬ 
tration at the University of 


Nevada, Las Vegas. “That’s 
one reason the smaller ca¬ 
sinos would just say, ‘Hey 
it’s not worth all the time 
to set everything up. A slot 
machine would do a lot bet¬ 
ter.’” 

Poker revenue has been 
falling in Nevada since 
2007, the year after the 
federal government first 
cracked down on virtual 
gambling and forced on¬ 
line companies to close or 
relocate offshore. 

The recession hobbled 
casinos across the board, 
but while winnings from 
other games began to pick 
back up in 2010, poker rev¬ 
enue continues to slump 
by an average of 6 percent 
a year, according to annual 
reports from the state Gam¬ 
ing Control Board. 

Poker revenues stacked 
up to $123 million last year, 
down from a high of $168 
million in 2007. 

Entries in the World Se¬ 
ries of Poker’s main event 
also took a tumble in 2007, 
falling by 28 percent from a 
high of 8,773. Entries have 
only topped 7,000 once in 
the years since. 

On April 15,2011, the fed¬ 
eral government took its 
strongest stand yet against 
the semi-legal world of in¬ 
ternet poker, blacking out 
three major sites on a date 
later dubbed “Black Friday.” 

The Tropicana hotel-re- 
sort, which was remaking 
itself with several major 
renovations at the time, 
opened its new poker room 
the same spring day. 

“Poker had gone through 
a dramatic popular¬ 
ity phase. It grew really 
quickly. And we jumped on 
board,” said Fred Harmon, 
chief marketing officer for 
the casino that sits on a busy 
Strip intersection opposite 
the MGM Grand and New 
York New York. 

The decision to replace 
the room with slot ma¬ 
chines last fall was pure 
economics, Harmon said. 

Casinos across the coun¬ 
try are making the same 
calculation. Sam’s Town in 
Tunica, Mississippi, closed 
its poker room in January, 
citing the economy. The 
Seminole Casino Holly¬ 
wood near Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., replaced its room with 
slots in September. 

Indian casinos in states 


like Minnesota and the Da¬ 
kotas are also pulling their 
rooms, according to mar¬ 
keting consultant Theron 
“Scarlet Raven” Thompson. 

“What you’re seeing is 
the mom and pop-sized 
poker rooms are closing. 
The larger properties are 
monopolizing the poker 
crowd,” he said. 

Poker has never been a 
high-profit game for casinos 
is because players exchange 
money with each other, not 
the house. Rooms must em¬ 
ploy a dealer for every table 
and can only collect portion 
of what players put down, 
usually about 5 percent. 

The game’s meteoric 
run is generally attributed 
to the rise of Internet gam¬ 
bling, new technology that 
let viewers see player’s 
hidden cards in televised 
tournaments and a water¬ 
shed moment during the 
2003 World Series of Poker 
when an amateur with the 
unlikely name Chris Mon¬ 
eymaker claimed the $2.5 
million first prize in front 
of a million viewers. 

After Moneymaker’s 
win, the MGM Grand re¬ 
opened its poker room, 
which had been closed for 
years. 

In the end, the very thing 
that made poker so appeal¬ 
ing — its air of tradition and 
class — may be its undoing. 
After all, casinos make their

Republicans said they 
wanted deficit cuts, too, 
but not tax increases. “The 
president got his tax hikes 
on Jan. 1,” House Speaker 
John Boehner told report¬ 
ers, a reference to a $600 
billion increase on higher 
wage earners that cleared 
Congress on the first day of 
the year. Now, he said after 
the meeting, it is time take 
on “the spending problem 
here in Washington.” 

Senate Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell 
of Kentucky was equally 
emphatic. “ I will not be 
part of any back-room 
deal, and I will absolutely 
not agree to increase tax¬ 
es,” he vowed in a written 
statement. 

At the same time they 
clashed, Obama and Re¬ 
publicans appeared de¬ 
termined to contain their 
disagreement. 

Boehner said the House 
will pass legislation next 
week to extend routine 
funding for government 
agencies beyond the cur¬ 
rent March 27 expiration. 
“I’m hopeful that we won’t 
have to deal with the threat 
of a government shutdown 
while we’re dealing with 
the sequester at the same 
time,” he said, referring 
to the new cuts by their 
Washington-speak name. 

Obama said he, too, 
wanted to keep the two is¬ 
sues separate. 

White House officials 
declined to say precisely 
when the president would 
formally order the cuts. 
Under the law, he had until 
midnight. Barring a quick 
deal in the next week or 
so to call them off, the im¬ 
pact eventually is likely to 
be felt in all reaches of the 
country. 

The Pentagon will ab¬ 
sorb half of the $85 billion 
required to be sliced be¬ 
tween now and the end of 
the budget year on Sept 30, 
exposing civilian workers 
to furloughs and defense 
contractors to possible 
cancellations. Said De¬ 
fense Secretary Chuck 
Hagel, only a few days on 
the job: “We will continue 
to ensure America’s secu¬ 
rity” despite the challenge 
posed by an “unnecessary 
budget crisis.” 

The administration also 
has warned of long lines at 
airports as security per¬ 
sonnel are furloughed, of 
teacher layoffs in some 
classrooms and adverse 
impacts on maintenance 
at the nation’s parks. 

The announcement 
by the housing agency in 
Seattle was an early indi¬ 
cation of what is likely to 
hit as the cuts take effect. 
It said it was taking the 
action “to cope with the 
impending reduction in 
federal funding,” adding 
that it normally issues 45 
to 50 vouchers per month. 

After days of dire warn¬ 
ings by administration of¬ 
ficials, the president told 
reporters the effects of 
the cuts would be felt only 
gradually. 

“The longer these 
cuts remain in place, the 
greater the damage to our 
economy — a slow grind 
that will intensify with 
each passing day,” he said. 
Much of the budget sav¬ 
ings will come through un¬ 
paid furloughs for govern¬ 
ment workers, and those 
won’t begin taking effect 
until next month. 

Obama declined to say 
if he bore any of the re¬ 
sponsibility for the com¬ 
ing cuts, and expressed 
bemusement at any sug¬ 
gestion he had the ability 
to force Republicans to 
agree with him. 

“I am not a dictator. I’m 
the president,” he said. “So, 
ultimately, if Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell or John Boehner say 
we need to go to catch a 
plane, I can’t have Secret

Service block the doorway, 
right?” He also declared 
he couldn’t perform a 
“Jedi mind meld” to sway 
opponents, mixing Star 
Wars and Star Trek as he 
reached for a science fic¬ 
tion metaphor. 

Neither the president 
nor Republicans claimed 
to like what was about to 
happen. Obama called the 
cuts “dumb,” and GOP 
lawmakers have long said 
they were his idea in the 
first place. 

Ironically, they derive 
from a budget dispute they 
were supposed to help re¬ 
solve back in the fall of 
2011. At the time, a con¬ 
gressional Supercommit¬ 
tee was charged with iden¬ 
tifying at least $1.2 trillion 
in deficit savings over a 
decade as part of an at¬ 
tempt to avoid a first-ever 
government default. The 
president and Republicans 
agreed to create a fallback 
of that much in across- 
the-board cuts, designed 
to be so unpalatable that it 
would virtually assure the 
panel struck a deal. 

The Supercommittee 
dissolved in disagreement, 
though. And while Obama 
and Republicans agreed 
to a two-month delay last 
January, there was no bi¬ 
partisan negotiation in 
recent days to prevent the 
first installment of the cuts 
from taking effect. 

It isn’t clear how long 
they will last. 

Of particular concern 
to lawmakers in both par¬ 
ties is a lack of flexibility in 
the allocation of cuts due 
to take effect over the next 
few months. 

That problem will ease 
beginning with the new 
budget year on Oct. 1, 
when Congress and the 
White House will be able 
to negotiate changes in 
the way the reductions 
are made. 

For his part, Obama sug¬ 
gested he was content to 
leave them in place until 
Republicans change their 
minds about raising taxes 
by closing loopholes. 

“If Congress comes to 
its senses a week from 
now, a month from now, 
three months from now, 
then there’s a lot of open 
running room there for 
us to grow our economy 
much more quickly and to 
advance the agenda of the 
American people dramati¬ 
cally,” he said. 

“So this is a temporary 
stop on what I believe is 
the long-term, outstand¬ 
ing prospect for American 
growth and greatness.” 

But Republicans say 
they are on solid politi¬ 
cal ground. At a retreat in 
January in Williamsburg, 
Va., GOP House members 
reversed course and decid¬ 
ed to approve a debt limit 
increase without demand¬ 
ing cuts. 

They also agreed not 
to provoke a government 
shutdown, another tradi¬ 
tional pressure point, as le¬ 
verage to force Obama and 
Democrats to accept sav¬ 
ings in benefit programs 
like Medicare, Medicaid 
and Social Security. 

Obama has said repeat¬ 
edly he’s willing to include 
benefit programs in defi¬ 
cit-cutting legislation — as 
long as more tax revenue is 
part of the deal. 

“I am prepared to do 
hard things and to push my 
Democratic friends to do 
hard things,” he said at the 
White House on Friday. 

Republicans speak dis- 
missively of such pledges, 
saying that in earlier ne¬ 
gotiations, the president 
has never been willing to 
close a deal with the type 
of changes he often says he 
will accept.

Sinkhole swallows 
man, furniture 
in Florida home

SEFFNER, Fla. - In a mat¬ 
ter of seconds, the earth 
opened under Jeff Bush’s 
bedroom and swallowed 
him up like something 
out of a hor¬ 
ror movie. 

About the 
only thing 
left was the 
TV cable 
running 
down into 
the hole. 

Bush, 37, 
was pre¬ 
sumed dead Friday, the 
victim of a sinkhole — a 
hazard so common in 
Florida that state law re¬ 
quires home insurers to 
provide coverage against 
the danger. 

The sinkhole, esti¬ 
mated at 20 feet across 
and 20 feet deep, caused 
the home’s concrete floor 
to cave in around 11 p.m. 
Thursday as everyone in 
the Tampa-area house was 
turning in for the night. It 
gave way with a loud crash 
that sounded like a car hit¬ 
ting the house and brought 
Bush’s brother running. 

Jeremy Bush said he 
jumped into the hole but 
couldn’t see his brother 
and had to be rescued 
himself by a sheriff’s 


deputy who reached out 
and pulled him to safety 
as the ground crumbled 
around him. 

“The floor was still giv¬ 
ing in and the dirt was still 
going down, but I didn’t 
care. I wanted to save my 
brother,” Jeremy Bush said 
through tears Friday in a 
neighbor’s yard. “But I just 
couldn’t do nothing.” 

He added: “I could 
swear I heard him holler¬ 
ing my name to help him.” 

Officials lowered equip¬ 
ment into the sinkhole and 
saw no signs of life, said 
Hillsborough County Fire 
Rescue spokeswoman Jes¬ 
sica Damico. 

A dresser and the TV 
set had vanished down 
the hole, along with most 
of Bush’s bed. 

“All I could see was the 
cable wire running from 
the TV going down into 
the hole. I saw a corner of 
the bed and a corner of the 
box spring and the frame 
of the bed,” Jeremy Bush 
said. 

At a news conference 
Friday night, county ad¬ 
ministrator Mike Merrill 
described the home as “se¬ 
riously unstable.” He said 
no one can go in the home 
because officials were 
afraid of another collapse 
and losing more lives. The 
soil around the home was 
very soft and the sinkhole 
was expected to grow. 

Engineers said they may 
have to demolish the small, 


sky-blue house, even 
though from the outside 
there appeared to be noth¬ 
ing wrong with the four- 
bedroom, concrete-wall 
structure, built in 1974. 

“I cannot tell you why it 
has not collapsed yet,” said 
Bill Bracken, the owner 
of engineering company 
called on to assess the 
sinkhole and home. 

Engineers said there 
was an initial collapse fol¬ 
lowed by another one a 
short time later. The hole 


was 15 feet deep but grew 
to about 25 feet deep, and 
it was about 20 feet to 30 
feet across. 

Jeremy Bush said some¬ 
one came out to the home 
a couple of months ago to 
check for sinkholes and 
other things, apparently 
for insurance purposes. 

“He said there was noth¬ 
ing wrong with the house. 
Nothing. And a couple of 
months later, my brother 
dies. In a sinkhole,” Bush 
said.

Arkansas’

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. - Mike 
Anderson won’t say 
whether he thinks Arkan¬ 
sas has a chance of making 
the NCAA tournament. 

The Razorbacks coach 
won’t address the possibil¬ 
ity of an NIT bid, either, 
preferring to stay in the 
here and now. 

What Anderson will 
talk about these days — 
following back-to-back 
losses that have Arkansas’ 
postseason hopes fading 
— are the struggles of his 
leading scorer, BJ Young. 

Young, who considered 
entering the NBA draft 
last year after his fresh¬ 
man season, has struggled 
to find his shot this season 
for the Razorbacks (17-11, 
8-7 Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence). 

What was just a slight 
drop off, however, has 
turned into a full-out 
slump for the talented 
sophomore over the last 
two games — a forgetta¬ 
ble stretch during which 
Young is 2 of 19 from the 
field. That includes an 
0-for-8 performance in 
a loss at Florida and sev¬ 
eral key late turnovers in 
Wednesday night’s loss at 
LSU. 

“A lot of times, BJ puts a 
lot more pressure on him¬ 
self than he needs to,” An¬ 
derson said. “That’s part of 
it. And, as a coach, you try 
to take away those pres¬ 
sures and just let him go 
out and be a kid. 

“... So, hopefully, he gets 
back to being BJ, the happy 
go-lucky kid.” 

Young is still averaging 
15.3 points per game, but 
his struggles couldn’t have 
come at a worse time for 
the Razorbacks, who were 
considered in the mix for 
an NCAA tournament bid 
before their latest setbacks. 
The school hasn’t reached 
the tournament since 2008, 
though it hopes to make a 
renewed case when it hosts 
Kentucky (20-8, 11-4) on 
Saturday. 

It’s a game in which An¬ 
derson knows he’ll need 
Young’s best if Arkansas 
expects to build on a 16-1 
home record this season — 
and give those postseason 
hopes some new life. 

“I keep saying we’re in 
the hunt for something,” 
Anderson said. “I don’t 
know what it is, but that’s 
something.” 

The road to the postsea¬ 
son is far from an easy one 
for the Razorbacks, begin¬ 
ning against the surging 
Wildcats. Kentucky has 
won three games in a row 
since losing shot-blocking 
freshman Nerlens Noel for 
the season with a knee in¬ 
jury, including Wednesday 
night’s 85-55 win over Mis¬ 
sissippi State. 

Five players scored in 
double figures for the de¬ 
fending national champion 
in the win, a theme coach 
John Calipari has stressed 
since an 88-58 loss to Ten¬ 
nessee in the first game 
following Noel’s injury. 

“The last few games and 
how we’ve been playing, 
I think we kind of made a 
breakthrough and every¬ 
body’s starting to click with 
each other,” Kentucky guard 
Ryan Harrow said. 

While Kentucky ap¬ 
pears well on its way to 
finding itself and securing 
an NCAA tournament bid, 
Arkansas is anything but 
secure with its postseason 
destination. The Razor- 
backs could go a long way 
to helping themselves with 
a win over the Wildcats.

That’s 
already happened with for¬ 
mer Buffalo safety George 
Wilson, who signed with 
the Titans, and it certainly 
could occur again before 
the likes of Mike Wallace, 
Jake Long, Reggie Bush 
and Greg Jennings on of¬ 
fense or Dwight Freeney, 
Anthony Spencer, Paul 
Kruger and Cliff Avril on 
defense become available. 

Wilson was coveted by 
Tennessee for reasons that 
stretch beyond the field, 
and Woodson also could 
fall into that category. Lis¬ 
ten to what Titans general 
manager Ruston Webster 
says about Wilson, who 
twice was Buffalo’s Wal¬ 
ter Payton Man of the Year 
nominee: 

“George is a quality vet¬ 
eran player. He will con¬ 
tribute for us on the field, 
but his contributions also 
will come off the field, in 
the locker room and in 
the meetings rooms. He 
was respected as a football 
player and a leader during 
his career in Buffalo, and 
he will bring that veteran 
presence to our team.”

A major reason these 
players are unemployed 
right now is salary. Atlanta 
saved about $16 million in 
cap space with its three 
cuts Friday. The New 
York Jets freed up $31 mil¬ 
lion when they released 
linebackers Calvin Pace 
and Bart Scott, safety Eric 
Smith and tackle Jason 
Smith last month. 

Naturally, there are oth¬ 
er factors, including age, 
health, depth at a position, 
a change in coaching staffs 
and, of course, production.

“No one expects us to do 
well,” Lucas Harrell said 
Thursday, after pitching 
in a spring training game 
against the New York 
Yankees. “So, when we do 
well, it’s going to be kind of 
like, ‘Oh, wow.’ I definitely 
think we have a chance to 
shock a lot of people this 
year.”

‘The Bible’ 
a proverbial 
action film

History’s “The Bible” 
would be more accurately 
titled “The Bible’s Greatest 
Hits (Sanitized for Your 
Protection).” 

But give the 10-hour, 
five-part program credit 
for being up front about 
its intentions. Sunday’s 
premiere (7 p.m. CST) 
begins with this get-out- 
of-jail-free disclaimer: 
“This program is an adap¬ 
tation of Bible stories that 
changed our world. It en¬ 
deavors to stay true to the 
spirit of the book.” 

The premiere is indeed 
true to the spirit of the 
Good Book, if a bit spar¬ 
ing on details. 

The story begins with 
a Scottish-accented Noah 
narrating from Genesis as 
his ark bobs on high seas. 
His narration includes 
the briefest of visits with 
Adam and Eve before “The 
Bible” moves on to the 
story of Abraham, which 
takes up much of the first 
two hours. 

Nothing here is as ri¬ 
diculous as NBC’s 1999 
“Noah’s Ark” miniseries. 
But “The Bible” probably 
should not be taken too 
seriously or venerated. It 
often plays more like an 
action film than a serious 
interpretation of a holy 
book. 

The premiere presents 
multi-ethnic angels who 
take human form to visit 
Sodom and Gomorrah, 
where angry villagers rage 
against Lot for reasons 
that go unexplained. 

Jesus (Diogo Morgado) 
arrives by episode six 
(airing March 17) and gets 
crucified in episode nine 
(airing March 31, Easter), 
which also features Roma 
Downey (“Touched by an 
Angel”) as Mary, Jesus’ 
mother. 



of leaving our home every 
day without being prop¬ 
erly dressed to meet the 
day, but we do not think 
of being clothed with our 
spiritual garments which 
Christ provides to us.

He binds us 
together and fills our hearts 
with love, joy, peace and a 
lot of other good things 
that make the Christian 
life filled with excitement 
and expectancy and is so 
rewarding to live. 

Each day we live with 
Christ is loaded with 


adventure. As we confront 
the challenges that life 
brings our way, we discov¬ 
er anew that His strength 
and grace is all we need. 

The Bible says in I Cor¬ 
inthians 6:17, “But he that 
is joined unto the Lord is 
one spirit.” 

We are united with God 
and His Son the Lord Jesus 
Christ by the Holy Spirit. 
It is the Holy Spirit that 
makes us one with the oth¬ 
er two members of the eter¬ 
nal Godhead and unites us 
as the family of God. 

The Bible tells us in Ro¬ 
mans 8:9, “But you are no 
longer in the flesh but in 
the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God lives within 
you.

Clothing firms fighting over It’s time we took Jesus’ advice 
trademarking Jesus’ name on how we should treat the poor

Jeff Lamont, a country 
and western musician from 
Bella Vista, Calif., says he 
launched a clothing line 
called “Jesus Up” two years 
ago to thank the Lord for his 
recoveries from serious ill¬ 
nesses. 

But now Lamont has 
found himself in an unlikely 
battle with an Italian jeans 
maker, which contends he’s 
using the name of the Lord 
in vain, legally speaking. 

Jesus Jeans of Torino, It¬ 
aly, is contesting Lamont’s 
attempt to trademark the 
name “Jesus” for his Jesus 
Up clothing line. Lamont 
wants to use the sales to 
help the needy and envi¬ 
sions starting a foundation. 

Jesus Jeans, however, 
said it got the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office to 
register the word “Jesus” as 
a trademark in 2007. 

The American attorney 
for the firm said Jesus Jeans 
doesn’t object to Lamont 
using the Jesus Up name to 


promote Christianity. The 
issue is using the term as 
a trademark and putting it 
on clothing for commercial 
purposes. 

Jesus Jeans’ parent com¬ 
pany also is battling Jesus 
Surfed’s right to trademark. 
Jesus Surfed was established 
last year by Michael Anton 
of Virginia Beach, Va. 

Both Lamont and Anton, 
who have spoken to each 
other by phone, say their 
small businesses are based 
on scripture and they be¬ 
lieve it’s ridiculous to sug¬ 
gest consumers will confuse 
the brands with Jesus Jeans. 

“I’m not in it for the 
money at all,” Lamont said. 
“How dare these people try 
to make money out of Jesus’ 
name.” 

Lamont characterizes the 
trademark case as a battle of 
good versus evil. 

“God’s behind this whole 
thing,” said Lamont, who 
doesn’t have an attorney. 
“God is going to fight this. 
God is the author and he will 
be the finisher. He’s just us¬ 
ing me as a vessel.” 


Lamont’s quest to honor 
Jesus through his clothing 
line stems from his youth, 
when he was stricken with 
diabetes at 14. The disease 
left him temporarily blind 
when he was 30, at which 
time he says he also had 
kidney and pancreas trans¬ 
plants. 

Lamont says his vision 
was restored by “surgery 
and faith.” 

About three years ago, 
doctors took out most of 
Lamont’s colon. Recover¬ 
ing from surgery, Lamont, 
46, said God spoke to him, 
telling him to “Jesus up” and 
give back by feeding God’s 
“sheep.” 

This Biblical trademark 
tilt has drawn national 
headlines. 

The Wall Street Journal 
reported recently that since 
Jesus Jeans was awarded 
the trademark in 2007, the 
company has gone after 
“more than a dozen other 
startup clothing lines it 
claims appropriated “Je¬ 
sus” without the company’s 
blessing.”

Jesus of Nazareth as¬ 
sured his disciples that 
“you have the poor with 
you always, and you can 
do good to them whenever 
you like.” 

Today in America, the 
ranks of the poor are grow¬ 
ing, and the opportunities 
for a poor child to escape 
lifelong poverty are shrink¬ 
ing. The U.S. Census Bu¬ 
reau reports that 15 percent 
of Americans live below the 
poverty line. It is time to do 
them some good. 

Timothy Egan, writing 
for The New York Times, 
notes that 42 percent of 
American boys raised in 
the bottom fifth of income 
remain there as adults. Only 
8 percent rise from the low¬ 
est fifth to the highest. 

The Economist notes 
that the U.S. does only half 
as well as Scandinavian 
nations to ensure that sons 
improve their income over 
that of their fathers. Up¬ 
ward mobility has largely 


collapsed for Americans. 

We now rank with Brit¬ 
ain and Italy, Europe’s least- 
mobile societies. 

Egan writes that our 
factory-like public high 
schools fail to prepare 
one-third of our children 
to continue their education. 
Colleges are increasingly 
unaffordable for the poor. 

The Economist notes 
that our $4.5 billion test- 
preparation industry dis¬ 
proportionately caters to 
rich parents and their chil¬ 
dren to get into the best 
colleges. Poor kids can’t af¬ 
ford to pay for professional 
coaching. 

We Americans take 
pride in being a classless so¬ 
ciety, but many of our poor 
cannot lift themselves by 
their bootstraps to join the 
middle class. Congress still 
debates raising the mini¬ 
mum wage. In the U.S., the 
rich and the poor seldom 
even meet each other. 

Egan writes that “short 
of winning the lottery, edu¬ 
cation is the best route to a 
change in class status.” But 


his Times colleague, Jason 
De Parle, reports that even 
if the poor get to college, 
they are 45 percent less 
likely to finish than chil¬ 
dren from affluent families. 
Our so-called “public” col¬ 
leges and universities are 
not easily affordable. 

In his recent State of the 
Union speech, President 
Barack Obama called on 
the nation to “restore the 
basic bargain” that under¬ 
lies the perennial Ameri¬ 
can dream of the good 
life for all. Instituting free 
preschool education for all 
American children would 
be a good start to raising 
the prospects for all chil¬ 
dren, rich and poor. 

Although the poor will 
persist among us, we can 
“do good to them whenever 
we like.”

have two small boys, and 
we worry about the world 
they’re going to be fac¬ 
ing when they grow up 

— a bad economy, wars, 
a breakdown in morals, 
and so on. What can we 
do to help prepare them 
for such a scary future? 

- Mrs. A.M. 

Dear A.M.: The best 
thing you can do is to 
provide them with a solid 
foundation of faith — 
faith in God, faith in Jesus 
Christ, and faith in God’s 
Word, the Bible. 

After all, every genera¬ 
tion faces challenges; the 
world has seldom been a 
peaceful or easy place to 
live. 

By the time they’re 
grown, your sons may 
have to face challenges 
that aren’t even on the 
horizon right now. 

What will keep them 
steady in the midst of 
life’s storms? What will 
give them the moral and 
spiritual strength they’ll 
need? 

Only God can do that 

— and He will, as they 



learn to put their trust in 
Him and be guided by His 
Word. 

Teach your sons — sim¬ 
ply but clearly — that God 
not only exists, but also 
that He loves them and 
wants to help them. 

Teach them, too, about 
prayer, and about Jesus 
Christ and what He did 
for us by His death and 
resurrection.

“Finally, be strong in the Lc 
and in his mighty power. Put on i 
full armor of God, so that you c 
take your stand against the dev , 
schemes. For our struggle is not against flesh and blood, but 
against the rulers against the authorities, against the powers of 
this dark world and against the spiritual forces of evil in the heav¬ 
enly realms. Therefore, put on the full armor of God, so that when 
the day of evil comes, you may be able to stand your ground, and 
after you have done everything, to stand. ” 

Ephesians 6:10-13 NIV 

Have you ever wondered why some of your relationships are 
strained, why your marriage is suddenly heading in a crazy direc¬ 
tion, or why your child is acting the way they are? We could at¬ 
tribute these circumstances to stress or various stages of life, but to 
do this is to overlook something incredibly important. We find our¬ 
selves in a spiritual battle and we have a real enemy who wants to 
destroy us. Paul explained this battle in his letter to the Ephesians. 

Since we find ourselves in this great battle, Paul gives us armor 
that we must wear to be successful in the struggle. This passage 
points to some key actions we can take to make sure that we are 
victorious in what I would call the fight of our life. First, we must 
refuse to lose. As soldiers in the army of Christ we must not act as 
civilians, but as those who know how to fight. We are not to run 
in retreat but stand our ground knowing that our help comes from 
Christ. Secondly, we must understand that the devil is looking for 
a secure space to lead us toward a dangerous place. If the devil can 
get his foot in the door, he will find one small spot in our life and 
destroy us from the inside out. Therefore, we must wear the belt of 
truth to guard against the lies of this world. Finally, we must ask 
ourselves the question, “Am I protected?” Before we take part in 
any activity or proceed in friendship with any individual we must 
ask this question to see whether or not there are dangers associ¬ 
ated with the decision. Asking this question is like putting on the 
breastplate of righteousness and guarding your heart against the 
tactics of the enemy. 

My prayer is that you would stand strong in this battle. In order 
to do so, you must put on all of God’s armor so that you can take 
your stand when the battle is the fiercest.

TOKYO - It is the king of 
sushi, one of the most ex¬ 
pensive fish in the world — 
and dwindling so rapidly 
that some fear it could van¬ 
ish from restaurant menus 
within a generation. 

Yet there is little alarm 
in Japan, the country that 
consumes about 80 per¬ 
cent of the world’s bluefin 
tuna. Japanese fisheries 
experts blame cozy ties 
between regulators and 
fishermen and a compla¬ 
cent media for failing to 
raise public awareness. 

“Nobody really knows 
the bad state bluefin tuna is 
in,” veteran sushi chef Ka- 
zuo Nagayama said from 
his snug, top-end sushi 
bar in Tokyo’s Shimbashi 
district, a popular area for 
after-work socializing. “I 
don’t think it’ll disappear, 
but we might not be able to 
catch any. It’s obvious we 
need to set quotas.” 

Catching bluefin tuna, 
called “hon-maguro” here, 
is a lucrative business. A 
single full-grown speci¬ 
men can sell for 2 million 
yen, or $22,000, at Tokyo’s 
sprawling Tsukiji fish mar¬ 
ket. Japanese fishermen 
are vying with Korean, 
Taiwanese and Mexican 
counterparts for a piece 
of a $900 million a year 
wholesale market. 

Fish dealers at Tsukiji 
market say the number of 
bluefin sold at early morn¬ 
ing auctions has fallen 
over the past 10 to 15 years, 
but most are confident the 
supply will never run out. 
Sushi bars and supermar¬ 
kets still readily sell the 
fish, which is considered a 
special treat that families 
may splurge on once every 
month or two. There’s no 
government campaign to 
encourage people to rein 
in their appetites for the 
iconic Japanese food. 

“I have seen some re¬ 
ports on TV about their 
numbers falling, but I re¬ 
ally haven’t thought about 
cutting back on eating 
hon-maguro,” said Sumire 
Baba, a Tokyo homemak¬ 
er. “I guess I’m optimistic 
they’ll recover.” 

A scientific assess¬ 
ment released in January 
found that Pacific bluefin 
spawning stocks — a key 
measure of adults that can 
reproduce — have plum¬ 
meted by about three- 
quarters over the past 15 
years to match historic 
lows last seen in the early 
1980s. It estimated the spe¬ 
cies has dwindled to just 
3.6 percent of its original 
population, and that more 
than 90 percent of fish 
caught were juveniles be¬ 
tween the ages of 0 and 3,

before they reach repro¬ 
ductive maturity. 

The report, compiled by 
the International Scientific 
Committee for Tuna and 
Tuna-like Species in the 
Northern Pacific and based 
on data through 2010, re¬ 
ceived only scant coverage 
in the Japanese press. 

The Yomiuri Shimbun, 
Japan’s largest newspaper, 
ran a brief story that ig¬ 
nored the drop in numbers 
and focused on a projec¬ 
tion offered by the report’s 
authors that Pacific stocks 
could triple by 2030 if cur¬ 
rent “effort limits” were 
fully enforced — cover¬ 
age that a senior Fisheries 
Agency official blasted as 
“misleading.” 

News reports earlier this 
year about the record $1.76 
million auction sale of a Pa¬ 
cific bluefin at the Tsukiji 
market focused mostly on 
the exorbitant price and 
the buyer — the owner of 
a sushi chain — with little 
context about the species’ 
falling numbers. 

The drop follows simi¬ 
lar plunges in the other 
two bluefin species, the 
Atlantic and the southern, 
which are now protected 
by catch quotas that ex¬ 
perts say need to be ap¬ 
plied to their Pacific cous¬ 
ins as well.

Without stricter caps, 
“there is a high likelihood 
that Pacific bluefin will 
become less available to 
Japanese consumers,” 
said Masayuki Komatsu, 
a former senior Fisher¬ 
ies Agency official. Japan 
faces two choices, he said: 
Immediately impose catch 
quotas or “stop eating the 
bluefin to protect it.” 

Overfishing of the At¬ 
lantic bluefin, much of it 
shipped to Japan, got so 
bad that an export ban 
was proposed in 2010 at a 
meeting of the 175-nation 
Convention on Interna¬ 
tional Trade in Endan¬ 
gered Species (CITES). 
The proposal was rejected, 
and Atlantic bluefin stocks 
recovered slightly last year 
after quotas were imposed, 
although environmental 
groups say the population 
remains fragile. 

While the media plays a 
role, the Fisheries Agency, 
domestic scientists and the 
fishing industry are main¬ 
ly responsible for failing to 
address the problem and 
keeping the public in the 
dark, Komatsu and other 
critics say. During his 
tenure at the agency until 
2005, regulators were of¬ 
ten more intent on protect¬ 
ing fishermen than marine 
resources, he said, and

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they were also reluctant 
to publicize information 
about declining fish stocks 
or impose catch limits for 
fear of upsetting fishermen 
or politicians. 

“Government officials 
don’t want to accept the 
facts,” Komatsu said. “In or¬ 
der to be successful as a gov¬ 
ernment official, you have to 
listen to the fishermen be¬ 
cause they are closely con¬ 
nected to the politicians. It’s 
all very short-sighted.” 

Toshio Katsukawa, a fish¬ 
eries professor at Mie Uni¬ 
versity in western Japan, 
said the industry has been 
allowed to pursue indis¬ 
criminate fishing for years. 

“This is undermining 
Japan’s own national in¬ 
terests,” he said.

ORACABESSA BAY, Jamaica - 

Mats of algae and seaweed 
have shrouded the once thick 
coral in shallow reefs off Ja¬ 
maica’s north coast. Warm 
ocean waters have bleached 
out the coral, and in a cascade 
of ecological decline, the sea 
urchins and plant-eating reef 
fishhave mostly vanished, re¬ 
placed by snails and worms 
that bore through coral skel¬ 
etons. 

Now, off the shores of Ja¬ 
maica, as well as in Caribbe¬ 
an islands from Bonaire to 
St. Croix, conservationists 
are planting fast-growing 
coral species to try and turn 
things around by “seeding” 
reefs. The strategy has 
doubters, with one expert 
joking that prayer may be as 
effective, but conservation¬ 
ists say the problem is so 
catastrophic that inaction 
is not an option. According 
to the International Union 
for Conservation of Nature, 
live coral coverage on Ca¬ 
ribbean reefs is down to an 
average of just 8 percent, 
from 50 percent in the 1970s. 

Lenford Dacosta grew up 
in the north Jamaican fish¬ 
ing village of Oracabessa 
Bay and spear-fished the 
waters. Now he is part of a 
crew that tends to a small 
coral nursery in a fish sanc¬ 
tuary, hoping to revitalize 
the reef that sustained his 
village, whose shoreline 
is now dominated by ritzy 
resorts. 

“I used to think that 


children would only hear 
about coral reefs and fish 
in books,” said Dacosta, ex¬ 
pressing hope that his work 
will yield fruit. 

Seascape Caribbean, 
the fledgling company that 
employs Dacosta and touts 
itself as the region’s first and 
only private coral restora¬ 
tion business, uses low-tech 
coral nurseries consisting 
of buoys and weights with 
small fragments of staghorn 
coral suspended from them 
on strings. The fragments 
grow on the strings until 
bits of tannish coral with 
the beginnings of antler¬ 
like branches are ready to 
be planted onto reefs. 

Advocates say the reef 
restoration work can boost 
rates of recovery and im¬ 
prove the outlook for coral. 
The efforts will never res¬ 
urrect the vibrant reefs of 
50 years ago, they acknowl¬ 
edge, but they believe they 
can help preserve some of 
a reef’s functionality and 
beauty. The tropical islands’ 
iconic reefs protect fragile 
coastlines by absorbing 
energy from waves dur¬ 
ing hurricanes and normal 
conditions. Financially, the 
Caribbean has a multibil- 
lion-dollar beach tourism 
and commercial fishing 
economy. In Jamaica alone, 
reef fisheries support up to 
20,000 fishermen. 

Caribbean coral has dete¬ 
riorated so badly that a new 
report from a team of inter¬ 
national scientists says the 
reefs are on the threshold of 
gradual erosion.

In 1962, Wilt Chamberlain scored 100 
points for the Philadelphia Warriors in a game 
against the New York Knicks, an NBA record 
that still stands. (Philadelphia won, 169-147.) 

In 1972, the United States launched the 
Pioneer 10 space probe, which flew past 
Jupiter in late 1973, sending back images 
and scientific data. 

Ten years ago: Iraq crushed another six 
A1 Samoud II missiles, as ordered by U.N. 
weapons inspectors. Landlocked Switzer¬ 
land became the first European country to 
win the America’s Cup as Alinghi swept 
Team New Zealand in five races. 

Five years ago: Four adults and two chil¬ 
dren were slain in a shooting and stabbing 
rampage at a Memphis, Tenn., house; three 
children survived. (Jessie Dotson, brother 
of one of the victims, was convicted of six 
counts of murder and sentenced to death.) 

One year ago: President Barack Obama 
made a supportive phone call to law student 
Sandra Fluke (fluhk), who’d testified before 
Congress about the need for birth control 
coverage, only to be called a “slut" on the air 
by talk show host Rush Limbaugh on Feb. 29 
(Limbaugh apologized to Fluke on March 3).
